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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Applicant recites that "a plurality of connection members (30) for coupling the first side 
board (10) and the second sideboard (20)" in claim 1, lines 2-3 is not enabling. Even 
though on page 3, lines 20-21 applicant discloses "four connection members 30 for 
connecting four corners of the first and second side boards 10 and 20", a review of the 
entire specification and drawing does not support such claim. According to the 
specification, the connection members 30 are attached to the computer host (1) via 
rivets (32, page 3, lines 24 and 25). There is no disclosure anywhere in the 
specification or drawing that the connection members (30) can "couple" the first and 
second boards 10 and 20 together. The first and second side boards 10 and 20 merely 
touches the top of the wing plates (31 ) of the connection members (30) while these side 
boards are coupled to the computer host through the latch and slide members (41 and 
43). The first and second sideboards are not coupled to the wing plates (31 ) by any 
means. 
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Further regarding claim 3 recitation that the latch member movable in a biased 
manner in the indented port is not enabling as there does not seem to be anything 
biasing the latch member in a particular direction. 

Further regarding claim 5, the recitation "the wing plate having a lower end 
extended upwards from the arched edge of the first and second sideboards to an inner 
edge of the connection member" is not understood. Examiner fail to see the wing plate 
(31 ) as having any lower end extending upwards from the arched edge (1 1 or 21 ) of the 
firs and second side boards. Further it is not clear what the inner edge of the 
connection member is. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claim 2, the recitation that the first and 

second side boards are "substantially formed in a rectangular shape" on lines 2-3 is 

vague and indefinite. A substantial rectangle must have four straight sides with four 

corners and applicant's side boards has neither. Further, the recitation "an extension 

plate at an angle of 45 degrees" on lines 5-6 of claim 2 is vague and indefinite as it is 

not clear forming 45 degrees relative to what element or reference line. Similarly "slot 

inclined at 45 degrees" on line 8 is also vague and indefinite as to relative to what 

reference line does it form that 45 degrees. Regarding claim 4, "a left side wall and a 
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right side wall" has already been recited in claim 1 and should be corrected to - - the left 
side wall and the right side wall - - to show antecedence. 

Even though no art rejection as been given, indication of allowability appears 
premature at this time due to the ambiguities discussed above. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited prior art of record demonstrate various casing for 
electronic devices.
